]Jy Examination. 

1. Every applicaiit must pi-oeure the necessary blank from the 
Secretary of the Board, fill oat completely and correctly and make 
affidavit before some officer authorized to administer oaths; also 
have two freeholders, residents of the same county and State in 
which applicant resides, or intends to reside, make affidavit to the 
moral character and to the personal identity of the applicant as 
the person named in the diploma. The application blank when 
properly filled, together with the diploma and preliminary creden- 
tials, photograph anti fee, must be sent by express or registered 
mail to the State Board of Medical Registration and Examination, 
State House, Indianapolis, Indiana. Examination fee is $25.00, 
and may be sent in any form except pei-sonal check. 

2. Examination is required of all candidates, except those eli- 
gible to reciprocity. The subjects for examination are, anatomy, 
including histology and embryology; general snidery; materia 
medica and therapeutics; medicine; obstetrics; pathology and bac- 
teriology; chemistry; etiology and hygiene; physiology; neurology; 
gynecology ; laryngolc^y and rhinology ; medical jurisprudence ; 
physical diagnosis ; opthalTuology and otology, and pediatries. The 
examination consists of 100 questions; possible points, 1,000; 750 
points, or a general average of 75 per cent. An examination in 
materia medica and therapeutics is not required of applicants desir- 
ing to practice the healing art under any of the dnigless healing 
systems. 

The examination begins the second Tuesday of July and Janu- 
ary of each year, at 9 a. m. at the State House. 

All applicants must be present at the banning of the first 
examination. Each applicant will have a table assigned to him 
by number, which will correspond to the number given on card of 
admission, and he will be expected to use that table during the 
entire examination. 

3. Only graduates of reputable medical colleges are admitted 
to the examinations. Application for examination, accompanied 
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lie holder of a physician's license shall obtain a new license in the 
•ounty where he proposes to reside, by filing with the county clerk 
till.' license he obtained from the county clerk of the county of his 
Ijist residence, and the clerk sball issne to him a new license. It is 
not neeessarj' to take out new license unless permanent change of 
residence is made. 

7. No person is legally qualified to practice the healing art iji 
niiy form, or under any name, within the State of Indiana, who has 
not first procured n license or teniporarj' permit to do so iinder the 
a.ts of 1897, 1899. 1901. 1905 or 1909. * 

S. Former sets of examination questions are not sent out. 
I'xcept as they appear in each aununl report, which will be mailed 
on receipt of fifteen cents for postage. 

9. Applicants who have attended more than one medical school 
must furnish a statement over the seal and signature of the proper 
oflficers of each school attended, giving the dat« of matriculation, 
number of terms attended, subjects studied and whether or not 
applicant left said school in good standing.
